began feeling discomfort, and 
then it started to get worse 
over the next few months. 

“I got sick right around 
when the Patriots lost in the 
Super Bowl (to the Giants),” 
he said. “I waited around 
thinking it would go away for 
about three months and then 
I finally went to the doctor’s, 
and he said it was kidney fail- 
ure, and I needed a kidney 
transplant. I started dialysis 
and was on it for 22 months.” 

According to Herra, the doc- 
tors suspected that his kid- 
neys were originally damaged 
from a childhood bout with 
strep throat, and that they 
degenerated over the years, 

“They weren’t positive, but 
when they did the biopsy they 
said my kidneys were just 
junk, and they had no use,” 
said Herra. “So it didn’t mat- 
ter how it happened; I knew 
that I needed a transplant.” 

Prior to his diagnosis, Herra 
was a very active person, 
always playing football and 
basketball with his friends, In 
high school Herra was a 
quarterback, and also was a 
member of the league cham- 
pion boys basketball team - 
along with teammate 
Aronofsky - that reached the 
Division 3 North Sectional 
Final for the first time in 
school history. 

After the diagnosis, all that 


changed. 

“He didn’t go out and he did- 
n’t hang out with us,” 
explained Aronofsky. “He was 
tired all of the time. He could- 
n’t play sports as much as he 
used too and he didn’t have 
the first step that he used too. 
Sports is a big part of both of 
our lives and his personality 
wasn’t the same, He was

Understanding the Budget 
and What's at Stake 


By TOM BENNER 

Democracy works best when 
people participate in their 
government; and people par- 
ticipate best when they can 
getithe information they need 
to weigh in with opinions and 
evaluate the decisions made 
by those elected to represent 
us. 

It!s that time of year now 
when Massachusetts is work- 
ing'on a new state budget. No 
piece of state legislation has a 
bigger impact on our every- 
day: life - from schools and 
roads, to public health, police 
and fire protection, and parks 
and recreation. The budget is 
how we as a Commonwealth 
expitess not just what we want 
to ‘accomplish through gov- 
ernment, but also how to pay 
for iit. 

State budget documents are 
not: known for being "easy 
reads." But understanding the 
Massachusetts state budget 
has. just gotten easier, with a 
new. online, interactive tool 
you can use to explore the 
state budget and see how and 
where money is allocated. 
The Budget Browser, found at 
http://browser.massbudget.or 
g/, is part of our work at the 
Massachusetts Budget and 
Policy Center to help citizens 
of the Commonwealth better 
determine whether the state 
budget meets public needs 
and priorities. 

The Budget Browser is a 
valuable resource. You can 
look up how much was spent 
over the past decade in cate- 
gories large and small - from 
the» Massachusetts public 
school system and all of the 
state's colleges, to your local 
community college. You can 
see budget amounts for a 


» given year or - to make mean- 


ingful comparisons - spending 
over several years, adjusted 
for inflation. Plus, you can 
create and download charts 
to print out and use for 
reports, media stories, or 
other documents. 

The Browser tracks line 
items that have moved from 
one department to another 
through various government 
reorganizations and consoli- 
dations, with notes alongside 
the ‘data alerting the user to 
these accounting issues. 
Other features include a Tax 
Revenue page that tells how 
Massachusetts taxes have 
changed over time and how 
they compare to other states. 
There's a Resources and 
Glossary page that includes 


definitions of budget terms, a 
step-by-step description of 
how the state budget process 
works, and links to additional 
budget resources. 

For too long, information 
needed to make informed 
choices about how state dol- 
lars aré allocated was out of 
the reach of ordinary people. 
It used to be that in order to 
get spending levels for spend- 
ing items such as health care 
or environmental programs 
over the years, for example, 
you'd have to thumb through 
a stack of thick documents, 
each containing hundreds of 
line items. Now, anyone with 
access to the Internet can 
find what they need with a 
few clicks.of a computer 
mouse. 

As citizens, we have an 
interest in what programs 
and services we want to pre- 
serve and what kin of com- 
munities we want to live in. 


With a crushing national 
recession increasing public 
needs, at- the-same time. it 
reduces state resources to 
meet those needs, it is now 
more important than ever to 
understand how budget deci- 
sions being made by our 
elected leaders will affect ser- 
vices and our quality-of-life 
across the state, 

Early feedback on the 
Budget Browser has been pos- 
itive. Users across the state 
have called it 4 great new tool 
that helps the public to under- 
stand how state resources are 
being used and promotes 
informed and active citizen- 
ship. That's certainly the 
idea. 

It's your state budget too. So 
get all the information about 
it at http://browser.massbud- 
get.org/. An open budget 
allows us all to understand 
the state we're in.

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Governor Patrick announces federal flood aid on its way 


BOSTON - Governor Deval 
Patrick has announced that 
federal aid will become avail- 
able to Massachusetts indi- 
viduals and businesses hard- 
est hit by the most recent 
flooding events including 
those in Middlesex County. 

The assistance was autho- 
rized under a Major Federal 
Disaster Declaration issued 
by President Barack Obama 
after a review of the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency's analysis of 
Governor Patrick's request 
for federal assistance for 
those most impacted by the 
flooding beginning on March 
12, 2010 and continuing. The 
Massachusetts congressional 
delegation advocated strong- 
ly in support of the request. 

The President's action 
makes Individual Assistance 
(IA) Programs available to 
affected homeowners, renters 
and businesses in a seven 
county area. The counties 
include Essex, Middlesex, 
Worcester, Suffolk, Norfolk, 
Bristol and Plymouth 
Counties.

would say my second goal is 
to see more publicity for our 
schools as far as curriculum 
content, staff development, 
and when teachers are doing 
unique content. I want to see 
more information from the 
schools go out to the public 
about successful, unique, risk 
taking by teachers.” 

Kathleen Carroll: “I’m not 
looking to improve anything 
particular; I’m looking to 
help out, bring some new 
ideas, and a different out- 
look.” Carroll praises the spe- 
cial education programs in 
the district but adds that she 
would like to see a few differ- 
ent things for special needs 
students, “I’m looking just to 
get involved to see if I can 
help out in any situation at 
all.” 

Robert Hayes: “Part of what 
makes this school system so 
great is its ability to recog- 
nize its weaknesses, openly 
discuss them, and work 
towards improvements.” 
Hayes included recent com- 
ments by teachers about ways 
to improve the High School as 
the accreditation process 
began including the aging 
physical plant, the outdated 
library/media center, the 
lack of common planning 
time, the lack of interdiscipli- 
nary learning opportunities, 
the lack of sufficient profes- 
sional development, and the 
need for an improved evalua- 
tion system for measuring 
student achievement. 

Hayes, a 2003 graduate of 
Wilmington High School, says 
that while he does not sup- 
port MCAS tests as a high 
school graduation require- 
ment and acknowledged that 
Wilmington continues to 
trend in the right direction 
relative to favorable state 
averages, he was “dismayed 
to find out that 42 percent of 
our 8th graders are less than 
proficient in math and 55 per- 
cent are less proficient in sci- 
ence according to last year’s 
MCAS scores. I am fully con- 
fident, however, that a plan is 
already in place to remedy 
this problem.” 

Improving and updating 
technology has been an inte- 
gral part of the School 
Committee agenda for the 
last few years (cameras on 
buses, instant CORI checks at 
the school offices, Virtual 
High School, online payment 
for lunches, just to name a 
few). Are there other areas 
you would like to see technol- 
ogy improvements within the 
district? 

Kathleen Carroll: “I think 
we're pretty good and up-to- 
date.” Carroll added that she 
is impressed that some chil- 
dren on education plans have 
an opportunity to take the 
MCAS on computers as a 
standard accommodation for 
some disabilities. 

Robert Hayes: “I support 
Superintendent Benton's deci- 
sion to make technology one 
of the school system’s top pri-

the district strategic plan and 
the increase in funding and 
staffing to the Office of 
Information Technology. 

“Wilmington seems to have 
achieved or is in the process 
of achieving every expecta- 
tion the state has of us as it 
relates to technology. I sure 
wish WHS had mobile com- 
puter labs, SmartBoards, and 
Virtual High School when I 
was there!” 

Peggy Kane: “What I would 
like to see improved - as a for- 
mer teacher this happened to 
me all the time - is when a 
teacher has to come into her 
classroom and she has five 
computers and only three are 
working; I'd like to see a 
quicker turn around time for 
their computers to be opera- 
tional.” Kane added that nat- 
urally a group of computers 
will break down from year to 
year, as computers age, and 
says that the district is good 
about replacing computers. 
She praised the work of the 
technology committee that 
meets regularly throughout 
the year, having developed 
and following a five-year 
plan. 

Given the current economic 
climate in the country, do you 
support the most recent rais- 
es for the teachers contract 
(a 0 percent raise this year 
and a 2.25 percent raise next 
year), What kind of out-of- 
the-box ideas do you have for 
raising funds for the schools? 

Robert Hayes: “It’s certain- 
ly not unreasonable,” said 
Hayes regarding the teacher 
contract. “Having not been in 
the executive session meet- 
ings or privy to the contract 
negotiations, it is difficult for 
me to say, for sure, that I 
would have supported the new 
WTA contract. I can under- 
stand - in the midst of a 
recession with nearly 10% 
unemployment - why some 
residents may question a 
2.25% raise. The teachers

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are, however, receiving no 
increase this year.” 

As for creative ways to 
bring additional funding into 
the district, Hayes stated that 
he does not support user fees 
for any extracurricular activ- 
ities saying, “Wilmington is 
the only school in the Cape 
Ann League that does not 
charge activity fees for 
sports. I want to keep it that 
way.” He supports hiring a 
professional grant writer or 
two to seek out more grants, 
noting that the district 
received $2.2 million in grants 
in FY10. He also supports the 
hiring of more special educa- 
tion professionals, which 
would keep more students in 
district, saving on place- 
ments and transportation 
He also supports several 
ongoing efforts, such as 
bringing in-house summer 
sports programs, a district- 
wide energy audit, and 
putting overnight field trips 
out to-bid. ~~ 

Peggy Kane: “Yes, although 
I was unable to vote for it 
(because my daughter is a 
teacher in the system), I sup- 
port our teachers in the dis- 
trict.” 

Kane credits the adminis- 
tration with creative problem 
solving, noting that the dis- 
trict has more than 32 grant- 
funded positions, supportive 
community groups and an 
educational foundation, and 
works to find new ways to 
grow revenues, such as the 
summer athletics programs 
that brought in $15,000 last 
summer. 

“That was an idea fully 
attributable to Joanne 
Benton. She’s always thinking 
outside the box so I don’t 
need to do that, I just need to 
support her and that’s what I 
am glad to do.” 

Kathleen Carroll: “Yes, I 
think our superintendent has 
done wonderfully. Everybody 
has their jobs, we still have

NCAA Hoop Tournament 
expansion a bad idea

People enjoy March 
Madness for many reasons, 
whether it be constructing a 
bracket, rooting for a favorite 
team to win it, or watching 
the intensity on the court as 
the best teams in the country 
battle it out. People also 
enter friendly wagers or pools 
of money as they root for 
their chosen team to advance 

through the competition. 

Duke University and Butler 
University battled it out on 
the court for the NCAA 
national championship 
Monday night. Duke came out 
victorious, winning 61-59 after 
a hard fought battle through 
their brackets, slowly elimi- 
nating their competition. 
Many people aren't talking 
about the game now though, 
for many people can't stop 
debating a controversial 
change that could take effect 
as soon as next year. 

Thursday night, the NCAA's 
vice president, Greg 
Shaheen, outlined a detailed 
plan about the expansion of 
the March Madness tourna- 
ment to’ include 96 teams, 
This is a staggering leap from 
the 65 team bracket that the 
tournament currently holds. 

Countless objections can be 
heard resounding throughout 
the United States, as people 
argue that the new tourna- 
ment format may weaken the 
importance and worth of the 
regular season. Many people 
seem to think that this new 
proposed expansion could 
severely hinder the enjoy- 
ment of the post-season tour- 
nament. 

The new push for the 96 
team bracket is based solely 
on network funding derived 
directly from the ratings. 
More games would result in 
more money paid to the 
NCAA. 
~“I think it's going to hurt the 
ratings if anything,” said 44- 
year-old Peter Gentile when 
asked about it at Rocco's in 
Wilmington. ‘Many people 
won't like the amount of 
games on. It takes away from 
the tournament.” 


‘Through the struggling 
économy, the NCAA will be 


assume that the entire push 
for a 96 team tournament is 
for one sole reason: money. 

“It's eytirely money-dri- 
ven,” lamented 50 year old 
Car salesman Bill Ritchie. 
“You take the best teams in 
the country and give them the 
chance to compete against 


one another. There's no bet- 
ter tournament, and this new 
change will just hurt the 
enjoyment of the game.” 

Though the increase in the 
amount of teams will gain 
more popularity for some uni- 
versities, many critics feel as 
though this new expansion 
will vastly decrease the 
importance placed on win- 
ning throughout the season. 
With more spots to fill, the 
tournament will grant many 
more teams the ability to play 
in the highly-respected tour- 
nament. 

The sad truth is that many 
low-seeded teams are usually 
eliminated right away. In 
2006, George Mason became 
the lowest ranked team to 
advance to the final four. 
They were ranked No. 11 in 
the country. With the amount 
of low-seeded teams allowed 
to partake in the tournament, 
many argue that it is point- 
less to watch the early rounds 
if there is almost no chance 
in any low ranked teams 
advancing to the finals. 

“It's totally = wrong,” 
expressed Michelle Diplatzi, 
a 28-year-old radiology tech- 
nician. “Teams gain access to 
the tournament when they 
really don't deserve to.” 

The new plan for the expan- 
sion to the 96 team format is 
a bit skewed from the original 
format of the 65 team one, but 
it seems to pack all the 
games into the same three 
week window it has always 
been. 


The new tournament will 
begin on Thursday or Friday. 
The teams seeded 33 through 
96 would play on those first 
two days, and the winners

Rob Mailey is no stranger to 
Cape Ann League tennis.

‘Tewksbury’s Donald Berube has made the transition from high school to college 
lacrosse seem seamless. 

The goalie for Eastern Connecticut State was named the Little East 
Conference’s “Rookie of the Week” after a strong performance in between the 
pipes. He posted a 2-0 record with an 8.75 goals against average and a .600 save 
percentage in wins over Mount Ida and Southern Maine. 

In 110 minutes of action, Berube stopped 13 shots against the Mount Ida, while 
making 11 saves against the Southern Maine. 

Eastern Connecticut sports a record of 6-2. They will travel to Plymouth State 
this Sunday. 

Chris Noyes is another Tewksbury native who is off to a solid start for his col- 
Jege lacrosse team. The sophomore midfielder scored a goal and notched an 
assist for Assumption College in a tough 12-10 loss to Southern New Hampshire 
University on Tuesday. 

Noyes, a graduate of Central Catholic, has four goals and two assists on the year. 
He has started all six of his team’s games. 

Last year he was named the Northeast-10 Conference “Rookie of the Year” and 
was named to the Northeast-10 Conference All-Rookie team. 

Wilmington’s Bobby Sinopoli threw four innings of scoreless ball to improve his 
record to 3-0 in leading the Westfield State baseball team to a 5-0 shutout victory 
over Fitchburg State on Saturday on opening day for the Massachusetts State 
College Athletics Conference., 

Sinopoli, a fifth-year senior who before this season hadn’t pitched since 2006, 
scattered one hit and struck out one in his outing. He boasts an ERA of 1.45, 
which is fourth on the team. 

The Owls are currently ranked seventh in this week’s New England College 
baseball coach’s poll. They will compete on Thursday against Albertus Magnus. 
Carlton Lentini went 3-for-4 with a run scored, but it wasn’t enough as the Lasell 
College baseball team fell to Albertus Magnus 5-4 on Saturday. 

Lentini, a sophomore shortstop from Wilmington, has started all 13 of the 
Lasers’ games this year. He is batting .298 with nine runs and a team-leading 13 
RBI. The Lasers will take on UMass Boston on Thursday. 

‘Tewksbury’s Matt Monico continued his strong work out of the UMass Lowell 
baseball team’s bullpen as he pitched three innings of scoreless baseball to earn 
his second win of the year in a 4-1 win over Saint Rose on Saturday. 

Monico scattered two hits and struck out two to earn the win.On Monday, the 
senior righthander threw 1 2/3 scoreless innings in a 11-4 River Hawks victory 
over Merrimack. He struck out one and didn’t allow a batter to reach base as he 
closed out that game. 

Monico leads the River Hawks with a 1.78 ERA. He has 13 strikeouts in 25.1 
innings and has appeared in nine games so far this season. 

Scott Oberg is another former Tewksbury High hurler who has been impressive 
out of the bullpen this season. The sophomore righty threw a scoreless ninth 
inning in UConn’s 14-3 win over West Virginia on Saturday. 

Oberg allowed a hit and struck out one in the win. For the season, he is 1-0 in a 
team-leading 11 appearances. He has struck out 14 in 17 innings of work and oppo- 
nents are only hitting .242 off of him. 

Wilmington’s Al Montalto went 2-for-5 with a double and two runs as Nichols 
College lost a heartbreaker to Colby-Sawyer 9-8 on Saturday. 

‘The senior second baseman, a graduate of Wilmington High School, has started 
all 16 of his team’s games this year. He leads the Bison with eight stolen bases. 
Brendan Stokes went 2-for-5 with a run but, as the theme seems to be this week, 
was unable to propel the Northeastern baseball team to a win as they lost to 
Hofstra in 12 innings on Saturday.

WOBURN - Reading is fundamental. For residents of 
Woburn, the city’s new Woburn Reads program has made read- 
ing just plain fun, as well. 

Thanks in large part to the Friends of the Woburn Public 
Library and board member Jay Major, along with assistance 
from the director and assistant director of the library, Kathleen 
O'Doherty and Rebecca Deaver, respectively, and the Burbeen 
Free Lecture Series, the city was able to not only hold 10 events 
(with one more still to come), but also secure the services of 
author Stephen Puleo, who wrote the book “Dark Tide: The 


Great Molasses Flood of 1919,” which the Friends chose as the 


book to kick-off the program. 

The idea came about last 
January (2009). Said Major, “I 
always had an interest in 
doing this.” 

When board members 
found other communities run- 
ning a similar program, they 
decided it was something that 
could work in Woburn. Now, 
nearing the end, both Major 
and Deaver said people have 
come up to them asking, 
“What's the next book?” 

But, as Major pointed out, 
“we're not even finished with 
this one yet.” 

She said the events have 
been a rousing success (as evi- 
denced by the fact that people 
are eager for the next book). 
Some of the events were aimed 
at families including a 
Molasses Story and Family 
Fun Night and a Cookie Taste 
Test Contest and Cookie 


Decorating (where molasses 
cookies were made and judged 
by a teen advisory group).

Most of the events, though, were focused on the history that 
the book details. “Dark Tide” is about the molasses flood of 1919 
that occurred on Jan. 15 in the North End of Boston when a 
large molasses storage tank burst, and a wave of molasses 
rushed through the streets at an estimated 35mph, killing 21 and 
injuring 150. 

The author, Stephen Puleo, coincidentally, grew up in 
Burlington, though Major said that wasn't the reason his book 
was chosen. However, in another coincidence, he said his fam- 
ily may have belonged to the South End Italian Club in Woburn. 

Another book, “Joshua’s Song,” was chosen as a companion 
book for younger readers. That book details the story of a boy 
living in the North End who, after his father dies, helps rescue 

people from the flood: 

The Woburn Historical Society ran the first event detailing 
disasters in Woburn’s past. Other events included a discussion 
on Boston in 1919 (which, Major noted, was a lot like today with 
flu, immigration and terrorism), several book discussions and a 
slide lecture on Boston's North End. 

In order to get the program off the ground, the Friends need- 
ed money. Thankfully, Woburn is a giving community. After

“CLASH OF THE 
TITANS” 
GRADE: ** 


Why, why, why, why? 

Campy and silly, the orig- 
inal 1981 "Clash of the 
Titans" is remembered 
fondly by this reviewer for 
its monstrous special effects 
(by master effects man Ray 
Harryheusen), the ridicu- 
lous casting of Harry 
Hamlin as Perseus, and the 
fact that it was seemingly 
on almost every Saturday in 
the early days of HBO, 
sometimes multiple times a 
day. 

But why did it have to be 
remade? Aren’t there any 
original ideas floating 
around Hollywood any- 
more? 

In the new ‘Clash of the 
Titans’, the ultimate strug- 
gle for power pits men 
against kings and kings 
against gods. But the war 
between the gods them- 
selves could destroy the 
world. Born of a god but 
raised as a man, Perseus 
(Sam Worthington) is help- 
less to save his family from 
Hades (Ralph Fiennes), 
vengeful god of the under- 
world. With nothing left to 
lose, Perseus volunteers to 
lead a dangerous mission to 
defeat Hades before he can 
seize power from Zeus 
(Liam Neeson) and unleash 
hell on earth. Leading a 
daring band of warriors, 


Perseus sets off on a per- 
ilous journey deep into for- 
bidden worlds. Battling 
unholy demons and fear- 
some beasts, he will only 
survive if he can accept his 
power as a god, defy his fate 
and create his own destiny. 

Director Louis Leterrier 
delivers the goods in the 


. form of thrills in most of the 


action and effects 
sequences, but things can 
get confusing, there’s so 
much going on. A giant 
scorpion attack is so poorly 
edited that the battle rages 
for nearly two minutes 
before the audience is clued 
into the fact that there are 
two giant scorpions. 

Worthington is grim and 
stone-like as Perseus, 
almost as if stared into 
Medusa’s eyes on the first 
day of filming and was ren- 
dered into a statue. What 
Neeson was thinking when 
he signed on as Zeus is 
beyond me. There are some 
decent fight scenes here, but 
not much else. 

The real battle here is 
the one between your eyes 
and the Gods of Bore, and 
it’s one you are likley to, 
lose. 


“REPO MEN” 
GRADE: ** 


What sounds like an 
interesting premise for a 
movie, given last weekend’s 
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health care vote, gets lost 
amid the blood and gore in 
‘Repo Men’. 

In this futuristic action- 

thriller, humans have 
extended and improved 
their lives through highly 
sophisticated and expensive 
mechanical organs created 
by a company called The 
Union. The dark side of 
these medical _ break- 
throughs is that if you don't 
pay your bill, The Union 
sends its highly skilled repo 
men to take back its proper- 
ty - with no concern for your 
comfort or survival. 
, Jude Law is Remy, one of 
the best repo men in the 
business. When he suffers a 
cardiac failure on the job, 
he awakens to find himself 
fitted with the company's 
top-of-the-line heart- 
replacement - a procedure 
he has almost no shot of 
paying for on his salary. 
Unexpectedly, when he 
awakens post-surgery he 
realizes that not only is his 
heart not his, but its no 
longer in his job either. 

When he can't make the 
payments, The Union sends 
its toughest enforcer, 
Remy's former partner 
Jake (Forest Whitaker), to 
track him down. 

When the hunter 
becomes the hunted, Remy 
joins Beth (Alice Braga), 
another debtor who teaches 
him how to vanish from the 
system. And as he and Jake 
begin a game of chase, one 
man will become a hero for 
thousands on the run. 

The setting for the movie 
is interesting - a dark future 
straight out of ‘Blade 
Runner’, where the world- 
wide conglomerate The 
Union profits off people with 
fatal illnesses. 

They'll set you up on a 
payment plan, but the only 
way they make money is 
when you fall behind on 
your payments, and the sky- 
high interest rates kick in. 

Think the credit card 
business model rolled into 
health care, and its a scary 
vision of the future of the 
medical business in the 
world. 

In an era of health care 
debate and new credit card 
regulations it’s a timely 
premise, but Miguel 
Sapochnik, in his first fea- 
ture film, quickly loses his 
hold on the basic premise of 
the film, and instead opts to 
fill time with an overabun- 
dance of blood and gore, as 
well as themes and scenes 
borrowed from movies like 
‘Logan's Run’ and ‘Blade 
Runner’, 

Law seems to be sleep- 
walking through the part, 
after probably realizing 
early on in production this 
one was headed to an early 
DVD release, though 
Whitaker at times seems to 
relish his role. 

“GREEN ZONE” 
GRADE: ** 


Matt Damon and director 
Paul Greengrass (The 
Bourne Supremacy, The 


Bourne Ultimatum, United

Green Zone, a film set in the 
early days of the Iraqi War, 
when few on the ground 
could be trusted and trouble 
seemingly lurked around 
every corner. 

During the U.S.-led occu- 
pation of Baghdad in 2003, 
Chief Warrant Officer Roy 
Miller (Damon) and his 
team of Army inspectors 
are dispatched to find 
weapons of mass destruc- 
tion believed to be stock- 
piled in the Iraqi desert. 
Rushing from one booby- 
trapped and treacherous 
site to the next, the men 
search for deadly chemical 
agents but stumble instead 
upon an elaborate cover-up 
that clouds the true purpose 
of their mission. 

Tangled in webs spun by 
operatives on opposite sides 
of the political aisle, Miller 
must hunt through covert 
and faulty intelligence on 
foreign soil for answers that 
will either clear a dictatori- 
al regime or escalate a war 
in an unstable region. 

A lot of “Green Zone” will 
be familiar to fans of 
Damon and Greengrass’ 
“Bourne” fans. The story 
oves along at a very fast 
pace, there’s a mystery that 
needs to be solved, and 
director Greengrass’ uti- 
lizes his signature hand- 
held camera frequently, 
piecing scenes together 
using rapid-fire editing tech- 
niques. 

What makes “Green 
Zone” more interesting than 
the average action film is its 
explanation for the invasion 
of Iraq in 2003. The story 
puts forth the premise that 
the invasion was based not 
just on bad intelligence but 
on deliberately manufac- 
tured intelligence. 

Greg Kinnear is good as 
a despicable villain, and 
Damon is his usual self, a 
charismatic everyman with 
the tools to get the job done. 
Amy Ryan has a few good 
scenes as a reporter whose 
questionable pre-war 
reporting about WMDs 
greased the skids for the 
country to enter the conflict 
(think Judith Miller of the 
New York Times), and 
Khalid Abdalla is very good 
as an Iraq army veteran 
who hates his leader 
Saddam, and who teams up 
with Miller to work as a 
translator. 


“ALICE IN WONDER- 
LAND” 
GRADE: *** 


Director Tim Burton’s 
‘Alice in Wonderland’, 
which could have been titled 
‘A Return to Wonderland’, is 
a treat for the eyes and the 
ears - at least, after Alice 
falls down the rabbit hole 


again. - 

The film starts off a bit 
slowly, as Burton uses up 
roughly the first 25 minutes 
to mock «the more elite 
members of British society 
as being boorish. Alice’s 
hand in marriage has been 
requested by a doltish young 
man, and she decides to flee 
the scene, heading for the 
nearby rabbit hole to hide - 
and away we go.

“City Solicitor John 
McElhiney has advised the 
three-member License 
Commission that the 100-seat 
requirement in the city of 
Woburn is a law and chiseled 
in granite,” notes the Woburn 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“The License Commission 
had asked him to review and 
interpret the relevant laws 
regarding the licensing of 
restaurants with under 100 
seats. 

“Tt is my opinion that you 
are not currently authorized 
to issue such licenses, said 
McE]hiney. 

“Woburn voters, McElhiney 
pointed out, have approved 
only the 100-seat or more sec- 
tion of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts. 

“Chairman William 
Bishop, David Gilgun and new 
member Douglas Murphy 
read the opinion at the last 
License Commission meeting. 

“You must have 100 to get 
the license’ opined Chairman 
William Bishop at one junc- 
ture, ‘but if you want to put 
out less seats, you can ...but 
you must have (a plan for) the 
100’ 

“License Commissioners 
had felt they knew the answer 
prior to asking for the opinion; 
however, they wanted the rul- 
ing in writing to direct future 
operations. Inquiries come in 
regularly to the all-alcoholic 
license authorities about less 
and the answer is always ‘no. 

“As you may know, licens- 
ing has historically followed a 
path whereby each city or 
town would vote on a multiple 
set of questions (designated 
by letter), as to the particular 
types of licenses to be 
allowed) wrote McElhiney in 
his opinion. ‘These lettered 
questions are currently set 
forth in Section 1 of G.L. 
Chapter 138. In essence, Letter 
A is the most all-inclusive 
licensing question as it allows 
for the general sale of all alco-

PLUGGING ... OUT 
(WILMINGTON) 

“Just days before a

through Tewksbury, yet the 
town had no substantive way 
to engage in the development 
process despite the impacts 
the plant might have had on 
air quality and safety in the 
region. 

“Paige Impink, Tewksbury 
resident and founding mem- 
ber of opposition group 
BillericaPowerPlant.org, wel- 
comed the news that investors 
in the plant withdrew the 
application to Independent
